The present rate of state taxation is 
fifty-five. cents on the $100.

A Shell in Her Ear for Over Thirty 
Years. 

Mrs. Jennie Lewis, a well-known 
resident of Reno, has just returned 
from a trip to Europe. During her 
absence she removed from her ear a 
shell which had been lodged there for 
over thirty years. Mrs, Lewis says 
that when a child she was holding a 
small shell to her ear and trying to 
hear it “roar.” While so doing the 
shell, which is hardly a quarter of an 


inch in diameter, slipped into the pas- 
sage of the ear. Effo rts to disledge it 
were unsuccessful and only drove it 
farther in. It remained there for ten 
years, causing Occasional pains, when 
a surgical operation for its removal 
was attempted. The operation was 
performed in IIlinois, where Mrs 
Lewis’ parents were then living.
